the 
spokesman said. “In some cases 
the target was obscured and we 
could not get an accurate as- 
segment. In other cases, bad 
weather precluded an assess­ 
ment. You might call some of it 
harassing and interdiction fire, 
like cutting a road where activi­ 
ty had been spotted.” 
Insignificant 
While the majority of the 455 
“ indications of enemy activity 
or presence in the demilitarized 
zone” were labeled insignificant 
by U.S. Headquarters, the totals 
made clear that North Viet­ 
namese activity in the zone con­ 
tinues to be brisk and that U.S. 
planes and ground forces are on 
toe alert to retaliate. 
The spokesman said toe “indi­ 
cations” included such things as 
sighting vehicles, activity on 
trains, bunkers, sampans, lights, 
and small groups of soldiers on 
the move. 
The 30 “significant” incidents 
in the DMZ included two attacks 
by North Vietnamese machine 
guns Monday on an American 
reconnaissance plane.

North Vietnam claims the 
bombing halt was unconditional 
and that U.S. reconnaissance 
flights over the DMZ and North 
Vietnam are illegal. 
The U.S. headquarters also 
announced that American forces 
will observe the 24-hour Christ­ 
mas cease-fire proclaimed by

Vietnamese 
President 
Nguyen Van Thieu. But as in 
the past, American troops will 
take any defensive measures 
necessary to protect themselves.

Tile federal government’s approval of a tow­ 
er project in downtown Escanaba to provide low 
cost housing for the elderly brings a historic 
community change. 
It is the first such federal project in Esca­ 
naba, although there are others either existent 
t*r under construction in Gladstone, Manistique, 
Negaunee, Marquette, Calumet and Sault Ste. 
Marie.

The standards to be established a n d the 
prices to be charged introduce into these com­ 
munities a new concept of: 
1. The relationship of the local community 
and the federal government. 
2. The responsibility of the community (and 
the federal government) to do something besides 
encourage private enterprise to provide ade­ 
quate housing within tile means of the elderly. 
3. Quality housing for the elderly with mod­ 
est incomes. 
4. The propriety of using municipal means 
for public benefits once regarded as in the pri­ 
vate domain. (Tilis project is being financed by 
a City Authority with federal loan funds, but the 
City of Escanaba created the authority and gave 
it quasi-public authority.) 
5. The competition from government enter­ 
prise which is tolerable in a free economy. In 
this instance a government loan is made avail­ 
able at 4 per cent interest for 40 years, when a 
commercial builder 
of comparable 
housing 
would have to pay 7 per cent or more to com­ 
mercial loan sources.

The housing, for which construction will be 
started in the spring with the aim of permitting 
occupancy within 18 months, will cost an esti­ 
mated S2.7 million. (It must keep costs under 
$15,000 per dwelling unit.) 
The tower apartments will be open only to 
persons or families with income of $3,500 or less 
a year and assets of not more than $7,500, not 
including their car and furniture. Handicapped 
persons (so rated by Social Security) will have a 
priority on occupancy of the 176 units to be built.

There are substantial social changes to be 
teen in the project. 
For one thing the Upper Peninsula is getting 
into the housing of the elderly with low’ incomes 
rather late. The program which will fund the 
project has been available for the past 32 years. 
Milwaukee used the aid in providing veterans 
housing and since the mid-19ik>\s has used it ex­ 
tensively in providing housing for its elderly. 
The use of a tower type of building is per­ 
mitted by the federal Department of Housing 
and Urban Development and it seems to be pre­ 
ferred by persons w ho use such housing. In Mil­ 
waukee, where there is a 19 story facility, the 
top floors are most in demand.

The suggestion that elevator traffic is dif­ 
ficult for the very’ elderly in nursing homes does 
not concern the Housing Authority, says Wil­ 
liam DeHaan. a member, oecause this tower will 
not be for the elderly ill, but for the healthy, 
“like any other apartment house in town.” 
The Milw’aukeeans interviewed by members 
of the Escanaba Housing Authority gave “not 
one serious negative reaction to their apart- 
ments,” said DeHaan.

Mailing volume at the Esca­ 
naba Post Office is up 18 per 
cent over a year ago at this 
time, largely the result of peo­ 
ple heeding warnings to shop 
and mail e a rly , reports 
Post­ 
master James Pryai. 
So far there have been few 
line-ups at 
the 
parcel 
post 
windows, and 
if 
the 
proper 
ZIP code is on the mailing ad­ 
dress the waiting time can be 
shortened still 
more, 
for the 
postage for a package is deter­ 
mined by the ZIP code. If the 
ZIP code is on the package the 
clerks do not have to look it 
up, thus shortening tile waiting 
time. 
The postmaster noted that 
this Christmas a record volume 
of mail is expected and “any­ 
thing that can be done to ex­ 
pedite the processing will ease 
the 
burden 
on 
postal 
em­ 
ployees, speed service and help 
make a visit to the post office 
a more pleasant experience.” 
Most parcel post 
is 
sorted 
and 
routed 
by 
ZIP 
Codes. 
Presently, about 95 per cent of 
all packages come into the Es­ 
canaba Post 
Office with the 
codes already in the address, 
Pry a1 said. 
Escanaba *s post 
office 
will 
process about 2,496,000 pieces 
of mail during the Christiras 
season, according to Pry a1. 
“Since a piece 
of non-ZIP 


Coded mail may be handled as 
many as IO or 12 times from 
deposit in the corner mail box 
until delivery, and ZIP Coded 
mail is handled about half that, 
the number of individual ac­ 
tions required by 
the 
postal 
sen.-ice during this season is 
astronomical.” he said. 
He asked all area residents 
to give postal employes a help­ 
ing hand by 
shopping 
early, 
mailing early and using ZIP 
Codes. 
“Zip Codes on parcels mean 
far less chance of damage be­ 
cause of more direct 
routing 
and fewer handlings, but the

A three-judge panel of the Ap­ 
peals Court, in a decision an­ 
nounced Monday, upheld a cir- 
.cuit court ruling that the soak- 
tfre-guiltv plan amounts to an 
unconstitutional 
use 
of 
ear­ 
marked funds. 
However 
the 
decision 
had 
been anticipated, and the Leg­ 
islature earlier this year set 
aside $250,000 for the council, to 
be released only if the other 
source of revenue were cut off 
by court action. 
The 1965 state law which cre­ 
ated the council—which has al­ 
ready trained 2,600 local police­ 
men at 20 academies around 
the state—provided it would be 
financed by an 
extra 
“cost” 
levied against persons convicted 
of crimes other than violation of 
conservation 
end motor 
ve­ 
hicle laws. 
The charge would amount to 
IO per cent of “every fine, pen­ 
alty and forfeiture” charged to 
the convicted person. 
But although the law describes 
the extra charge as a ‘ cost,” 


the Appeals Court said it is not, 
because court costs “must bear 
some direct relations to actual

; tions.” 
“We construe it to be in ac­

ers All Michigan potatoes are 
now washed before shipment 
■ Mast are state ck- federally 
graded. Packaging is done pri­ 
marily in 5-. IO- and 20-pound 
bags as opposed to the 5©- and 


1 0 0 -pound bags of past years. 
Storage facilities also have 
improved, and many are equip­ 
ped writh temperature and hu­ 
midity control devices In addi­ 
tion, some Michigan growers 
are sizing their potatoes for 
consumer packages, so a house­ 
wife can buy potatoes of uni­ 
form size. 
Disease also has been re­ 
duced and yields have increas­ 
ed. While the state produces 
only about 3 per cent of the 
• annual U.S. potato harvest, dur­ 
ing the summer months it may 
I control as much as 90 per cent 
of the Detroit market. It is only 
in the off-season that Califor­ 
nia, Maine and Idaho gain an 
appreciable share of the De­ 
troit market.

But Department of Conserva­ 
tion biologists predict that fur 
trappers will get 600-800 of the 
wary animals when the season 
opens this spring. 
The otter, one of the most 
secretive animals in Michigan, 
is also one of the rarest. Biolo­ 
gists estimate that fewer than 
5,000 are living in Michigan. 
Trappers test year were limit­ 
ed to two animals each. Most 
of them were taken in beaver 
sets, says Arlow Boyce of the 
Department of Conservation. 
The otter has a reputation as 
a playboy because of its pen­ 
chant for f r o l i c k i n g about 
streams and river banks. 
It lives in dens alongside flow­ 
ing water which it prefers, al­ 
though same live in lakes. A 
mature animal will weigh up to 
18 pounds and feeds on fish and 
amphibians.

An FAA spokesman said the 
limits, expected to draw bitter 
criticism from small plane oper­ 
ators, were the first ever set di­ 
rectly because of congestion. 
Reluctant Support 
He said the government limit­ 
ed flights at Washington’s Na­ 
tional Airport two years ago be­ 
cause ground facilities, such as 
restaurants 
and 
rest 
rooms, 
were overtaxed. 
Major airlines gave somewhat 
reluctant support to the restric­ 
tions after their proposal earlier 
this year following massive air 
tieups in July. An FAA official
